How Sngar Ss Keflned. 


: The method nsed by tho best sugar 
refineries is substantially as follows: 
The raw sugar is dissolved in large cis- 
terns on the ground floor, enough bob 
water being added to produce a specific 
gravity of 1.25. Tbe solution is then 
drawn through a connecting pipe hav- 
ing a coarse wire strainer into largo 
pumps, by which it is pumped into tho 
highest story of the building, usually 
the seventh or eighth. It thero passes 
into vessels heated by steam coils to a 
temperature of about 210 E. Milk of 
lime is added to the solution iu these 
pans for the purpose of neutralizing any 
acid which it may contain. From these 
pans tho liquid pnsses clown to the-next 
floor, where it is filtered through a se- 
ries of bags, each made of two thick- 
nesses of cloth, au outer one of coarso 
and an inner one of fine cotton. The 
bags aro inclosed in boxes to prevent 
cooling. 
After leaving these tho sirup 


is rim through filters of boueblack, 
•which absorbs all tho coloring matter 
loft in it. After leaving -thuso it is 
pumped into vacuum puns, largo vessels 
heated by steam and exhausted by air- 
pumps. 
Tho pressure being thus re- 


duced, tbo liquid is boiled at a lower 
and lower temperature until, at 140 de- 
grees, evaporation is complete and the 
sirnp rapidly crystallizes .into sugar. 
This is tho process by which tho best 
white sugar is made, while poorer qual- 
ities aro prepared by a method less com- 
plete.—St. Louis Republic.

auditor waa collecting 
illegal fees. 


The supreme court deoid d in brief 
that the board of county commission- 
ers repiesents the county in respect to 
its financial affairs, 
only so far as 


authority is given to It by statute. 
It 


may pass upon and 
adjudicate claim 


against the couLty for services which 
may be the snbj'jot of a legal claims 
against the county. 
But it is without 


jurisdiction to entertain or adjudicate 
claims which in themselves are wholly 
illegal aud of suoh a nature as not to 
form tne surjeot of a valid claim for 
any amount. 
An fittempt by the board 


to allow a claim of such a character 
will not bind the county. 
The county 


auditor is not entitled to eitra compen- 
ation for SBrvioes in making the re- 
iort for the county commissioners, for 
correcting assessors' books, fees us sec- 
etary in assessing railroads, attending 
a joint ditch meeting of coma.iBSioners 
of adjoining counties, making special 
luplicates and special road duplicates, 
work on commissioners' journal, work 
on Eheep claims and soloiers' relief 
:nnd. 
Whatever service the auditor 


may render respecting suoh matters is 
deemed compensated for by the salary 
attached to the office. 
An attempted 


allowance of a claim for any 
of such 


services by the commissioners is tin- 
authorizied and void, and money drawn 
by virtue of snch allowance may be re- 
covered back in a propre action for the 
benefit of the county. 


It might be interesting to know 


whether or not Auditor Tracy is in tbe 
habit of piling cii these little "extras.

What is stiid to bo tho smallest elec- 


tric motor iu existence was made to bo 
worn as a. scarfpin by D. Gordin, a jew- 
eler and watchmaker of McKinney, Tex. 
Complete it weighs 1 pennyweight 3 
grains. Tho front of tho motor is of 
highly polished gold, and the commnta- 
;or segments arc also of gold. Viewed 
from tho front the motor presents only 
a gold appearance. Tho field magnets 
are made of two thicknesses of No. 22 
sheet iron scraped down and polished. 
These arc held together with gold screws 
and wound with No. 28 silk covered 
wire. Tho armature is of tho fonr pole 
type and is wound with No. 80 wire. 
Tho little brushes are of hammered cop- 
per and are, of course, Tory thin. There 
is a small gold switch on a black rubber 
base, made with a pin, to bo worn on 
the lapel of the vest. A small chloride 
of silver battery, carried in the vest 
pocket, furnishes current for the opera- 
tion of the littlo machine. Tho motor 
runs at a very high speed, and its hum- 
ming can bo distinctly heard by any one 
standing near the wearer.—New York 
Times.
